self to be such person. With such a intel 
declaration on file in the Mayor’s office in 
every Case the State would be in a position to

We further recommend that the city’s ac- 
countant—the com ptroller—be called upon to 
put an expert upon the work of = 
the books of the city Marshal, the Police 
Oourt and the Mayor's office with relation to 
this outgo from the City Treasury, as our 
own cursory examination has ylelded encugh 
to insure greater revelations from expert in- 
vestigation. 

Having indulged in these strictures con- 
cerning the methods of the administration — 
city law, we would be glad indeed could w 
turn to the State courts and declare thom 
models of method and efficiency.

The 
other four roDbers kept up acontinual firing 
through the sides of the car. The express 
messenger returned the fire through the 
door, perforating Rogers’ clothes with gev- 
eral bullets. : 

As soon as the door gave way Rogers was 
pushed in and the two robbers followed the 
express m ger. Whittiesy and Richey 
then surrendered and Fireman Rogers was 
compelled to break open the safe with a 
sledge, the thieves then helping*themselves 
to the contents and relieving Richey of $50 
and a gold watch. The thieves 
went out and mounting their horses, 
rode away. They were unlucky inthe selec- 
tion of the night, as the express business 
was small and they did not secure more than 
$300 or $400. Only two nights before this the 
train carried $50,000. The robbery took 
place only a few miles from where the 
same train was robbed a year ago last 
week by the Daltons and from the way in 
which they went at their work this is be- 
lieved to be the same crowd. N lives 
at Red Rock but the station agent and sec- 
tion men, and as they had no horses chase 
could not be given. A large posse left at 
daylight for the scene; but as it is over fifty 
miles the robbers will get a good start. 

THE DALTON GANG. 

The record of the Dalton gang is almost 
equal to that ofthe James boys of Missouri. 
Grattan and Dean Dalton are now in Califor- 
nia prisons for tr ain robbery in fhat state, 
though some of their most daring lieutenants 
are still at large. It was this gang which 
held up a Santa Fe train at Wharton, 
in the Territory, a year ago the lith 
of last month. On that occasion the 
coolness of an express messenger saved his 
company many thousands of dollars, Maskea 
robbers stopped the tram and had the em- 
ployes under guard. The engine, express 
and mail cars were cut loose from the train, 
after which the thieves went through the 
mall and baggage cars and secured $400. 

In the meantime the messenger had hid the 
valuables in places of safety, and when the 
bandits came to his car, he resisted, but 
finally let them in. With feigned reluctance 
at the command ofthe leader of the gang, 
he handed out a package which he said wasa 
valuable money one, but which really had 
nothing but unnegotiable securities. They 
did and $500 in an out-of-the-way place, but 
got none of the big sums that had been con- 
cealed in other parts of the car. The rob- 
bers were never captured. 


AS REPORTED AT WIC@ITA.

and armed with Winchester and 
revolvers. Red Rock is only a flag station 
and stories differ as tothe reason for the stop 
there last night, One account has it that the 
robbers had confederates amoi the passen- 
gers on the train and that these had the train 
stopped to let them off while another story 
says Ganger signals stopped the 
train just outside Red 
As soon as the train slowed up two 
men mounted the locomotive, and covering 
the engineer and freman, ordered them to 
pull up as far as the stock Yards. Here the 
rest of the gung was found, and while some 
took care of the trainmen others compelled 
the freman to batter down the 
door of the express car; the fireman 
was then tied up in the car, where were 
Express Messenger E. O. Whittpescy and his 
assistant, and was forced under threat of 
death to point out the whereabouts of the hid- 
ing messengers. Shots were fired through 
the car and finally the messengers threw up 
theif hands. The sate was then opened with 
a sledge- hammer and rified. The trainmen 
were then ordered to pull out and the rob- 
bers disappeared. It is probable that the 
amount of plunder secured is enormous. In 
addition to shipments of coin Kan- 
sas City to Texas banks it is reported that 
there was 950,000 of government money 
intended for disbursement to the Indians.

THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 


BENEFITS IT WILL CONFER ON UNITED STATES 
JUSTIFY CLAIM FOR GOVERNMENT AID. 


Prof. 8. Waterhouse of Washington Uni- 
versity, this city, wrote the following paperfon 
the canal: 


The powerful motives of commercial profit 
and national defense urge an early comple~ 
tion of the Nicaragua Canal. In the last 
quarter of a century the adjustment of the 
balance of trade between North and South 
America has cost the merchants of the 
United States more than 88.000, 000, 000 
in gold, and nearly all this vast 
sum our Spanish neighbors have 
expended in Europe for commodities which 
our own country could easily have supplied. 
The total foreign commerce of Mexico, Cen- 
tral and South America is now more than $950,- 
000,000 a year. Of this aggregate our im- 
ports amount to $174,000,000, and our ex- 
Ports to $59,000,000. These reproachful figures 
suggest the need of a more aggressive enter- 
prise. In the keen competitions of com- 
merce, our countrymen may not indeed be 
able to exclude European merchandise from 
the markets of South America, but they can 
at leastemulate the energy of their foreign 
rivals and securea proportionate share of 
this Spanish trade. The Nicaragua Canal 
and the Intercontinental Railway aro the 
agencies that will insure American ascend- 
ency in the marts of the Latin States. 
Branch lines will diverge from the trunk road 
to allthe Pacific ris of South America. 
Transfer by rail is always more costly than 
carriage by sea; consequently heavy and 
bulky commodities will be interchanged by 
the cheaper transportation of ocean. One 
large vessel wilicarry as much freight as a 
train of°250 cars. The construction of the 
Nicaragua Canal will shorten the sailing dis- 
tance between New Orleans and Valparaiso 
5,000 miles. The saving of several weeks on 
each . the avoidance of the dangerous 
passage through the Straits of Magellan 
and of a long exposure to the pertis vf the 
sea, the greater exemption from loss by an 
earlier delivery of perishable goods and the 
incidental economies in wages, insurance, 
freight. charges, coal and provisions 
are advantages that will enrich merchant- 
men and greatly augment the volume of 
trade between the United States and Spanish 
America. The growths of North and South 
America are largely complementary. Bach 
country needs the products of the other. 
Both continents will benefited by an ex- 
change of foods, fruits, materials, and man- 
ufactures. The larger wants of rapidly in- 
creasing populations will require ampler sup- 

lies; the greater Cpt Speen of communica- 
ion rail and canal will impart a faller 

wiedge of American and — re- 
sources; established employmen will be 
quickened into greater activity, and the

A 
dependence upon foreign nations for the 
8 ent of American merchandise hardly 
comports with the greatness of the United 
States. Our countrymen will not 
attain their highest material n 
until American vessels bear he ric 
products of our flelds and worksho | 
wharves of every seaport. The Nicaragua 
Canal will facilitate our achievement of naval 
independence and the recovery of maritime 
rosperity. It will also more fully revolu- 

onize the channels of trade than the Suez 
Canal did. Few American ships will have 
occasion to use the Suez Canal, but hundreds 
of European vessels, seeking the shortest 
course to their destinations, will pass 
through the Nicaragua Canal. The 
— . which are transferred by the 
locks ofthe Sault Ste. Marie exceed by 1. - 
000,000 toms fa year the cargoes that are 
shipped through the Suez Canal. If the ton- 
nage ot Lake Superior is greater than that of 
the Suez Canal, it is reasonable to assume 
that the ——1 by the Nicaragua route 
will also de larger than the commerce of the 
Egyptian watercourse. The climate of 
Nicaragua will increase the business of tLe 
canal. Noice will ever impede the wor 
of ships. When the railroads of the Nort 
are blocked with snow, the Isthmian outlet 
will be free from obstructions. 

During the winter months when trains are 
Mable to be detained by storms,a large part 
of the light merchandise which is usually dis- 
patched by rail would probably be sent to 
market by the route thatis exempt from in- 
terruptions. This paper will neither present 
calculations of the cost of construction and 
administration, nor offer estimates of ton- 
nage and profit; it simply suggests those 
general considerations which commend this 
great work to the hearty support of the 
American people. Butitis morally certain 
that, if the undertaking is n 
managed, the ti of commerce that wi 
flow through this new channel will bear on to 
fortune its far-sighted owners. An enter- 

rise that would so effectively promote the 
nterests of American shipping and so widely 
extend the commercial empire of the United 
States should not be permitted to fall. 

America is locally exemptfrom many of 
the perils which threaten the_ tranquillity 
of Europe. Its geographical isolation re- 
lieves it from the annoyances which are apt 
to disturb the harmony of closely connected 
countries. But no land, however fortanate 
in its situation, is lessed with per- 
petual peace. On several recent 
occasions, rave complications have 
disturbed the friendly relations of the United 
States with foreign powers. In one instance 
war was imminent. The maintenance of 
national honor isa duty which our Govern- 
ment cannot evade. The power that does 
not protect the rights of its citizens has no 
ust reason for existence. Inevery land the 
reemen of the United States ought to enjoy 
the proud security which the subjects of Im- 
perial Rome possessed. But the vindication 
of national rights will, sooner or later, in- 
volve this country in a foreign war. Our 
shore defenses are dangerously inadequate. 
Our Pacific coast is peculiarly ex- 

sed to attack. Its strongest 
ortifications are American men-o!f-war. 
An active foe, anticipating the movements of 
our fleet, could inflict incalculable damage 
before naval reinforcements from the Atlan- 
tic seaboard could make a voyage of 15,000 
miles. If the controversy relative to the 
seal fisheries had resulted in hostilities,Great 
Britain has the advantage of a naval station 
on Vanceuver Island, near beds of the best 
coal on tje Pacific coast. Supreme consid- 
erations of public safety demand the con- 
struction of the Nicaragua Canal. The inse- 
curit of our maritime cities invites 
attack. But however urgent the 
need of rapid and united action, the 
concentration of our fleet on dither coast 
is a task that would at present require 
months for its accomplishment. But the 
Nicaragua Canal would enable our Govern- 
ment pramptly to meet emergencies to repel 
from our sea boards the invasion which their 
presentdefenselessness attracts. The expenses 
of a naval war and the losses of our seaports 
would soon exceed the cost of the new ship- 
way. Lake Nicarauga is an excelient station 
tor men of war. Its elevation causes a de- 
lightfully equable and healthy citmate, while 
its waters and the adjacent fields yield an 
abundance of wholesome foods and de- 
licious fruits. The fresh water tends 
to keep alike the bollers, and the 
hulls ot the vessels free from incrustations, 
From this midway station our warships 
could quickly respondto a call of danger. 
The usefulness ofthe Nicaragua route as a 
commercial channel is far less than its im- 
portance asa public safeguard. It our Gov- 
ernment declines to aid in building this 
canal it will neglecta powerful means of 
dational defense. A failure to secure faclili- 
ties of such strategic importance tothe com- 
mercial prosperity and navai efficiency of the 
United States would indicate an inexplicable 
lack of sagacious 1 — 

The inter-oceanic canal is well situated. It 
is located as near the United States as 
natural opstacles will rmit. The ocean 
winds of the region in which it lies are favor- 
able to the 1 of sailing vessels. While 
the river and lake will lessen the amount of 
excavation, diamond drilis, more powerful 
explosives and im roved dredging ma- 
chinery will reduce the cost of construction. 
No insuperabie. difficulties confront the 
builders. The allied forces of capital and 
engineering skill can surmount even the 
granite barriers of nature. 

A work of such momentous importance to 
the American — the Government of the 
United States ought to support. A neglect of 
so grand an opportunity to promote our na- 
tional interests would be a culpable remiss- 
ness. The wise liberality with which the 
Governments of Europe have built great 
ablic works is worthy of American imita- 
ion. Assurediy it isa reproach to free in- 
stitutions if monarchies are permitted to 
surpass republics in intelligent provision for 
the welfare of the people. Retrenchment is 
not always reform;a generous expenditure 
is sometimes the truest frugality. hile no 
pretense of popular benefit can ever justify

Joe Manley of Maine Placed on the 
National Executive Committee—Editor 
Hatton Out for shermen— Harrison En- 
thusiasts Out-Sheuted by the Blaine 
Men—The Plumed Enight Sits Silent 
in Washington. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 3.—The big guns 
of the convention are arriving to-day, and so 
far the roar of the Blaine artillery drowns 
whatever Harrison cannonade the Indiana 
vanguard may be making. . 

The contest for the Republican Presidential 
nomination has fairly begun and the opening 
of the day finds the two factions vigilant and 
aggressive and the dividing lines clearly 
drawn. Nearly a bundred politicians of 
prominence from all parts of the country 
are now on the ground, and the Harrison and 
Blaine people have so far acknowledged the 
probability of a contest 6 to engage rival 
headquarters at the leading hotel, John J. 
8. Clarkson, Chairman of the National Com- 
mittee, is recognized as the leader ot the 
Blaine forces, and Hon. J. ©. New of 
Indiana isin charge of the Harrison head- 
quarters. No longer does Chairman Clarkson 
rest in the background awaiting the trend of 
public opinion and professing indifference as 
to the result. 

No sooner had he reached the register of 
the West Hotel this morning that a telegram 
was handed to him. He read it and a smile 
swept over his face. 

„Here, read that, hoe said tothe Post- 
DISPATCH Correspondent at his side. 

There's a piece of news to begin with. 

The telegram was from Secretary F. E. 
Southard of the Maine Republican State Cen- 
tral Committee and was dated from Augusta 
to-day. It announced that J. Manchester 
Haynes had resigned from the Republican 
National Committee as Maine’s representa- 
tive in that body, and that the State Com- 
mittee had appointed J. H. Manley to fill the 
vacancy. 

Just add to that, sald Mr. Clarkson, 
complacently, that Joe Manley will De at 
once placed onthe Executive Committee of 
the Republican National Committee and you 
will have the news from Maine complete.’’ 

Then before going to breakfast the leader of 
the Blaine doom talked some Very straight 
and authoritative politics. 

Now thatIam here onthe spot,“ said 
Mr. Clarkson, I wish to state that there will 
be no further letter received from Mr. Blaine 
Guring the progress of the convention. 
There is no necessity. 

Mr. Blaine is not a candidate for the nom- 
ination in the sense of seeking it, and what- 
ever hig friends see fit to do will be done with 
no necessity for hearing from Mr. Blaine. 

Tus only other letter he may be called on 
to write will be one of acceptance of the Re- 
publican nomination for President, 
and that letter, I believe, will 
be forthcoming. Mr. Blaine’s name 
will not be formally presented before the 
convention for nomination, but if his friends 
see fit to cast their votes for him, there is 
nothing to prevent their naming Mr. Blaine 
as the standard-bearer of the Republican 
party in the National campaign, 

cannot yet state definitely if there will 
be a meeting of the National Executive Com- 
mittee before the National Committee itself 
meets on Saturday morning, but as all the 
members of the Executive Committee will 
arrive in Minneapolis during to-day I think it 
extremely likely that there wl be a prelim- 
inary meeting. 

THE CHAIRMANSHIP, 
Now as to the temporary chairmanship of 
convention, Tom Reed has been widely 
talked. of, but I understand that he is not 
eligible, not being a delegate.

All I have to say further 
igs that 1 firmly believe Mr. Blame will be 
nominated next week. 

J..Sloat Fassett was next seen and talked 
freely.

There is no precedent against the 
lection of a non-delegate as tem 
chairman of a national convention, and there 
are many precedents supporting itin the ac- 
tion of State conventions.

I have already ex- 
pressed myself as being unwilling to accept 
the honor. 

Now as to the situation at the opening of 
the struggie here in Minneapolis, I will say 
that the Blaine movement opens here just as 
it has swept over the entire country, 
with an almost unanimous sentiment 
demanding Blanes nomination.

Renewal of the Floods in the Lower Riv- 


ers—All the Inland Streams of Missouri 
Again Rising—Incessant Rains in Iowa 


and Illinocis—A Widespread Calamity— 
The Outlook Gloomy. 


IIrI Rock, Ark., June 2?.—As the low- 
lands begin to appear above the water in the 
Dooded district the ruin wrought becomes 
apparent. Communication with many parts 
that were inaccessible during the high water 
has been re-established and every day brings 
tidings of dire necessify and _ suffering. 
Thousands of negroes in the eastern half of 
the State are at starvation point. The basins 
of the Arkansas and White Rivers 
and their tributaries have been prac- 
tically inland seas for several 
weeks, coveringan area of many hundreds 
of square miles. The water is ‘now receding 
slowly, but all the bayous and lagoons are so 
thoroughly charged with water that it will 
be midsummer before the flood refugees can 
return to their homes. Orops of all kinds 
have been ruined absolutely, and it is now 
too late for replanting. Thug it will be seen 
that the present suffering must go on m- 
creasing. The present need is great, and 
unless it meets prompt and ample relief the 
results will be worse than war or pestilence. 
This condition is recognized by our more 
fostunate neighbors in Mississippi. On Tues- 
day Gov. Eagle received the following com- 
munications:

There are 7,000 negroes in the overflowed district 
of Chicot County without means of subsistence.

The Governor wired Sheriff Henry that 
Memphis had sent rations tothe mouth of 
White Riverto be distributed tothe actual 
sufferers by Sheriff! Henry and W. M. Watkins. 
Upon not hearing from Sheriff Henry, the 
©. B. Reese was sent to receive the rations 
and deliver them to Henry and Watkins and to 
responsible parties at other points where 
there was actual suffering. The Governor 
has not heard from the Reese. To the Green- 
ville (Miss.) telegram the Governor replied 
that the State nad no funds that could be 
used for that purpose, and tbat Littie Rock, 
Pine Bluff and Memphis had, by private sub- 
scription, been affording relief along the Ar- 
kansas River and about its mouth, and sue- 
gested that the best citizens of Ohicot 
County organize and raise funds to relieve 
actual suffering. It is believed in some sec- 
tions that the Government is affording relief, 
while all the relief that has been afforded in 
the matter of rations has been furnished by 
private subscription. 

For the past two weeks the town of Sherill 
has been completely cut off from any commu- 
nication with the outside world; this tends to 
show that this state of affairs will continue 
for a week or two yet, as the railroad, the 
Little Rock and Altheimer branch of the Cot- 
ton Belt, is washed out to such an extent that 
itis impossible to get trains to that point. 
The water is slowly receding now, but 
as the Arkansas and Mississippi Rivers 
are so high it can hardly be expected that 
Pium Bayou, now a branch of the river, will 
go down for some time yet. Thecropsare a 
total loss. 


IN MISSOURI. 


SUBURBS OF KANSAS CITY AGAIN UNDER 
WATER. 


KANSAS Crrr, Mo., June 2.—The Missouri 
River is again rising and threatens to repeat 
or surpass the recent flood. All the back 
water had not yet found the natural channel 
and the ground being thoroughly soaked, the 
recent rains were felt at once. The suburbs 
of Harlem and Armourdale are again under 
water and will remain uninhabitable for 
weeks, even shoulda fall in the river ensue.

HIGHEST POINT FOR THIRTY YEARS—FAMILIES 
DESTITUTE. 


MURPHYSBORO, III., June 2.—The present 
high water in the Mississippi River reaches 
the highest point in the history of the coun- 
try for thirty years. Forty thousand acres of 
land are submerged, destroying 1,000 acres of 
growing crops and carrying away dwelling- 
houses, barns and fences, leaving 1,000 fami- 
lies with nothing to keep want from their 
doors. Fully 100,000 families are tenants and 


have neither food nor clothing, and are call- 
ing for aid from their more fortunate neigh- 
bors. Noestimate can yet be put upon the 
property destroyed, but it will reach far be- 
yond anything ever known in this country. 


FAMILIES DESTITUTE. 
Anna, III., June 2.—Severn!] hundred famil- 
les are reported in a destitute condition in 
the upper portion of Alexander County, and 
in need of food and shelter. Some provisions 
and money have been sent to these people 
from st. Louis and Cairo. The track of the 


Grand Tower & Carbonale Raliroad between 
McClure and East Girard.is washed away 
and trains are not running. At East Oa 
Girardeau box cars are being usedas dweil- 
ings and the people are living onfish. Much 
destitution is reported at this point and a let - 
ter received from there to-day says thata 
famine must surely follow unless aid comes 
from other sources.

The water is again pouring through 
the break in the Egyptian levees,and Alex- 
andria is submerged. The river is rapidly 
rising, and at the presentrate will soon 
reach the highest mark of the season. There 
were heavy rains all about Keokuk for the 


past forty-eight hours. Keokuk & Western 
and Rock island trains are abandoned, 

At Dubuque the Mississippi had risen 24 
inches in twenty-four hours yesterday, and 
was still rising last night.

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COAL COMBINE ENJOINED. 


New Jersey Courts Protect Consumers 
from Extortion. 

New Tom, June 2.—Chancellor McGiil, 
who has granted an injunction against two 
ofthe roads in the big coal combine—the New 
Jersey Central andthe Port Reading Co.—ex- 
plained yesterday the effect of his order. 
He said: 

**In the proceedings brought by the Attor- 
ney General 1 granted an injunction ad m- 
terim. This acts as a stay against the arbi- 
trary raising of the price of coal until the 
matter has been argued and decided. By the 
arbitrary raising of the price I meant that 
the price shall not be raised pending the pro- 
ceedings, in the ordinary pursuit of business. 


This does not melude such extrordinary inci- 
dents as strikes and matters of a nature not 
customary. The injunction in the other case 
was obtained by the heirg of Stepnen Vail, 

who held 14,000 shares of stock in the New 
Jersey Central road. In 1886 the executors 
of the estate brought sult to set 
aside a lease made to the Keading Co. They 
have repeated the same tactics in this and 1 
grant an order to show cause why an in- 
junction should not issue returnable June 15.

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THEY ATE WEEDS. 


Condition to Which 20,000,000 Starv- 
ing Russians Were Reduced. 


RETURN OF w. d EDGAR, WHO HAD 
CHARGE OF AMERICAN RSLIEY. 


How the Steamship Missouri’s Cargo Was 
Distributed Among the Peasants—The 
Government Furnished Every Assist- 
ance and Was Very Grateful—Generos- 
ity ofthe Russian Land Owners. 


Mr. W. O. Edgar, editor of the Northwestern 
Miller, passed through St. Louis yesterday, 


en route from New York to his home in 


Minneapolis, and but afew days following 
his return from the famine district of Russia, 
where he went to distribute the ship-load of 
flour donated by American millers through 
the efforts of his paper. As the only Ameri- 
Can save one who has visited in person the 
Tamine-stricken district of Russia, Mr. Ed- 
gar’s experiences has necessarily been a 
vivid and striking one, and his story 
ofthe memorable trip and its results has 
been awaited with the deepest interest. 
During his short stay in St. Louis he was 
seen by a Post-DisrpaTcn reporter, and gave 
a resume of his own work and of relief 
measures now being put into execution in 
the Czar’s dominions which will be found 
satisfactorily definite and of peculiar inter- 
estas touching upon what is probably the 
greatest famine known in the world’s his- 
tory. 

**As you know already, said Mr. Edgar, 
„the Missouri, which carried the flour 
donated to the Russian sufferers by Ameri- 
can Millers, left New York on March 18, 
last. She carried 21 Russian carloads 
of flour, a Russian carload averaging 
about 24,000 pounds. Inthe cargoon board 
the Missouri there wasconsiderable four 
from St. Louis mills, donated through the 
efforts of Gov. Stanard and Mr. Alex H. 
Smith, who composed the committee 
appointed to secure donations in that city. 

DISTRIBUTION OF THE FOOD. 

The Missouri“ arrived at Libau, a port of 
the Baltic, on Aprils, andI went at once 
from St. Petersburg to Libau to meet her. 
The arrangements for the transportation of 
her cargo irto the famine districts had 
already been made with the committee at 
the head of which was the Czarewitch, and 
which, known as the Czarewitch’s com 
mittee attends exclusively to the Govern- 
ment relief work. This committee 
was organized by the Ozar himself at the 
beginning of the famine, the Ozar placing the 
Czarwitch at its head and ordering all rail- 
roads not only to carry provisions for tbe re- 
lief of the famine districts free, butto give 
that freight preference over all others in 
, prompt shipment. 

**While the Russian government fully ap- 
preciated our mission of relief,and gladly 
gave us every assistance in its power, it 
rigidly refrained, with governmental dell- 
cacy, from taking any direct active part in our 
relief work. They knew that, in one sense, 
the flour donated by the millers of America 
was a matter in which a Government could 
only take part indirectly, and so they left us 
to arrange that portion of the work our 
selves. But the transportation feature of the 
relief work was a brilliant success, and in 
every way the assistance of the Rus- 
sian Government extended to us was 
invaluable. Through the American um- 
ister to Russia we had perfected 
our plans with the Russian relief committees 
and the landed proprietors of the famine dis- 
tricts, so that distribution of the Missouri's 
cargo could begin at once. We supplied the 
railroad companies at Libau with lists of 
private individuals and relief committees of 
the towns of the various provinces to which 
he fipur was to be sent, the four was loaded 
into cars consigned according to these lists, 
the cars being then sealed with a leaden seal, 
and bills of lading were made out in strict 
accordance with the lists furnished by us. 

pon the door of each car, after being 
loaded, was placed a placard stating that the 
car contained provisions forthe famine dis- 
tricts and that it wasto be hurried through 
at once, obtaining preference over all other 
freight. So quickly and promptly did the 
railroads and the Czarewiltch’s Committee 
act, that within three daysthe entire cargo 
of the Missouri, 241 carloads, was un 
loaded and on its way to the famine dis- 
tricts.

Each village gives 
asimilar promise in turn to its county, or 
Zemstvo, which in turn extends that prom- 
ise to the government. But when the debt 
will, or rather can be liquidated, is a dark 
and gloomy problem at present, 

GRATEFUL TO AMERICANS. 

The shipments of flour from this country 
for the famine-stricken ple of Russia has 
caused the most profound feeling of national 

titude towards America, and I do not be- 
leve the feeling will ever die away. Although 
the donations were privete charitable gifts, 
they seem to be regarded as coming from the 
United States as a people, and as no other 
nation on earth has responded so liberally to 
Russia’s call for help, the feeling towards 
America and Americansis of the warmest 
ratitude and affection. Iwas presented to 
he OCzarewltch in rr he then 
took occasion to speak of the fact, and said 
that Russla would never forget how the 
American people had come to her ald in her 
hour of need.

Archbishop Ireland’s School Policy 
Cannot Be Renewed. 


AN IMPORTANT POINT IN THE PROPA- 
GANDA’S RECENT DECISION.

The Latest News From Rome Shows That 


a Worse Knock-Out Than Was at First 
Supposed—The Controversy Must Now 


When Cardinal Ledochowski's letter to the 
American Bishops, explaining the decision of 
the Propaganda on the Faribault system, was 
made public, it was evident that it was de- 
cidedly against Catholic policy to sustain the 
educational innovation originated by Arch- 
bishop Ireland, but it was not until to-day, 
when the latest issue of the Civilta Cattolica 
reached St. Louis, that it was known to what 
extent the propaganda had set its fat of dis- 
approval on such experiments. It was be- 

ue ved that while an extension of the system 
would not be permitted that Archbishop 
Ireland would not be imterfered with in the 
policy he had adopted at Faribault and Still- 
water. But according tothe latest issue of 
the Ctethta the Propaganda did not even con- 
cede this much. Ihe contracts made be- 
tween -Archbishop Ireland and the school 
boards of Faribault and Stillwater are for 
one year, and the Propaganda will not inter- 
tere with them, but the article in the Civilta

(Encyciica Sepient~ Christians) there is no doubt, 
then, but that trae American Catholics, who per- 
chance in the heat of dispute did not avert suffi- 
ciently to the principles laid down above, will ac- 
cept now this decree with true religious assent—that 
is to say, internal, full and sincere. 

ROME HAS SPOKEN. 

Farther on in the same article, which is 
said to have been submitted to the Holy See 
before its publication, the letter says: 

We think it scarcely necessary to declare for our 
readers the force and signification of ‘*tolerati 
potest, that being a formuis# well known and com- 
mounly used by the church to indicate an evil, which 
for special reasons is not prevented; or even some- 
times to designate a fact which, at least in part, is at 
variance with the general law, and which the Holy 
See cannot directly approve, yet tolerates, to put an 
end to indiscrete attacks. fe shall — | point 
out ma note, without any commentary of ours 
some texts which clearly enforce the obvious and 
naturel meaning that is given by Catholic Doctors to 
that phrase. 

The Holy See wishes that this sentence pronounced 
by it put an end to disputes. The Civilta Cattolica, 
Obedient to t See, which it recognizes as its 

uiding star and the centre of all its labors, renéws 

o-day the declaration already made in its number 
of the 19th of March; which is, that it considers this 
qnecticn as now ciosed. Roma ilocuta est, causa 
nita est.'’ 

The note referred to is merely a collection 
of views on the meaning of the term by eccle- 
siastical authorities. 

The last sentence of the Civiléa indicates

TROUBLE IN COLORADO. 

The point raised, however, may renew the 
discussion among other papers, until the fact 
that ‘Rome has spoken and the case is closed,’ 
ig brought home to them more forcibly. 
Despite the fact that the object of the Vati- 
can decree was to stop all further discussion 
of the matter, a ‘battle among the clouds 
on the mountain tops of Colorado is threat- 
ened by a pastoral letter on education 
issued by ishop Mantz of Denver, May 
19, who saysin his circular letter: “Owing 
to the fact that the question of education is 
at this moment a burning question preoccu- 
prying the minds of our people and also 

cause the press of Colorado has been doing 
its utmost to prejudice them against a 
thorough Catholic education, such as can 
only be given in purely Catholic schools, we 
request you to read this pastoral on the Sun- 
day following its receipt, no matter what ar- 
r oF announcements you may have 
made for that day.’’ Then follows the Pas- 
toral, in which the Bishop argues against the 
Faribault plan on a variety of grounds. 
It so happens that during the whole contro- 
versy the Colorado Catholic has taken sides 
with the Archbishop of St. Faul and against 
Bishop Mantz. In the concluding sentence 
the pastoral refers to this fact as follows: 

Such being our ition on the question of Catholic 
education, you will readily perceive that we had no 
sympthy with the singular course pursued by the 
Catholic paper of this diocese, for some time back. 
For the future, therefore. we wish you clearly to 
understand that anything which the said paper may 
say or publish not completely in harmony with the 
teachings of this pastoral will not have our approval. 

Itremains to beseen whetheror not this 
announcement of the Bishop will end the dis- 
cussion in Colorado.
